Dr. George Dewey Harris was named President of Essex County 
College by a unanimous vote of the Board of Trustees on June 7, 
1978. He assumed his duties on July 1, 1978. 


Dr. Harris is a graduate of Southern Connecticut State College. 

e received his master's degree in elementary and secondary 
school counseling from the University of Bridgeport and his doc- 
torate in administration and higher education from Michigan State 
University where he was named a Mott Fellow. Dr. Harris has 
completed postgraduate study at the Institute for Educational 
Management at Harvard University. 


Before coming to Essex County College, Dr. Harris was Dean of 
the School of Education at Trenton State College with the respon- 
sibility for directing and coordinating all graduate and under. 
graduate programs which involved students seeking teaching 
certification. Through his leadership efforts, Trenton State College 
received national recognition as an outstanding teacher-training 
institution. 


While at Trenton State College, Dr. Harris was the editor of the 
Competency Based Teacher Education Journal and co-author of 
the Association of Supervision and Curriculum Development 
Yearbook. ig the papers he h: “The 
Concerns of the Black Community", published by the Silver Bur- 
dett Company; “The Future of Teacher Education" and "The Role 
of the Citizen in Education’; prepared for the Colorado State De- 
partment of Education and revised for use by the New Jersey 
Community Education Association. 


Dr. Harris has served as both the Assistant Superintendent for 
Operations and the Assistant Superintendent for Supportive Ser- 
vices for the New Haven, Connecticut School System where he
